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The ay passa Statistician with the aksis tante and ao-operation of the 
Protectors of Districts and Superintendents of Ma stton Stations and Reserves throughout 
the State has completed the annual census of Aboviginals in’ Queensland, 


The census reveals a total of 12,357 full- ‘bloods and 5,785 half-castes on the 
SOth June 1936, the figures being an inercase of 267 full-bloods and 360 half-castes on 
last year's figures, 


The nomadic population has decreased considerably especially amongst the half- 
castes whose numbers have dropped from 131 to 54, 

Children show an increase on last year's figures of 160 full-bloods and 157 
half-castes,. 


The increase in the total population seems to have been spread over the 
whole State, no district showing any very great increase, the largest being 115 (94 
full-bloods and 19 hal’-castes) in Thursday Island, This was the only Protectorate’ to 
show an increase of over 100, 


The three Government Settlements, Cherbourg, Palm Island and Woorabinda all 
show increases both in full-bloods and half-castes excepting Cherbourg where the number 
of full-bloods has remained stationary. 


Four new protectorates were created during the year and one was abolished, 


The form used in the collection was slightly altered this year to obtain more 
detailed information relating to those "in Regular Employment." The result has been 
to show a considerable increase in the number under this heading due principally to the 
inclusion of inmates of Government Settlements who were previously classed only as 
"In Supervised Camps." Of the adult male full-bloods not living in Missions or Gov- 
ernment Settlements, 53.82% were stated to be "In Regular Employment," similar figures 
for male half-castes being 65.16%,
